“ kitchen sink” satellite into the 
sky today and authorities said the 
multi-experiment moonlet appar­ 
ently went into orbit. 
Official confirmation of the suc­ 
cess of the launching was expect­ 
ed from Washington. 
All four stages of the rocket, 
combing .several U.S. space age 
weapons, fired on schedule, jubil­ 
ant missile men said. 
The vehicle, protecting its deli­ 
cate 91.5 pound satellite with an 
aerodynamic shroud at the top of 
its 76-foot length, rose gracefully 
from its pad in a cradle of flame 
at 
11:31 am . e.d.t. It climbed
